Truman Schleismann, of Rhinelander, on 


Board the U. S. Battleship Wyom- 


ing, Writes of Experiences. 


Truman F. Schleismann, son of Mr. 


and Mrs. Adam Schleismann of Rhine- 
lander, formerly of this city, who is 
serving on the battleship Wyoming, 
writes to a friend in his home town 
from Vera Cruz, Mexico, under date of 
last month as follows: We had quite 
a bit of lively work down here in Vera 
Cruz, while it lasted. The only trouble 
was that the excellent way our men 
handled the situation, did not allow it 
to last long enough. 
When I look back 


at the first day of action and see the 
smiling eager faces of those of the 
men who were to take part in the 
fighting, and then look at the way they 
took the city, I cannot wonder at the 
pzaise and glory it affords each and 
every man of so efficient a service. 


The call came as we were anchored 


in Hampton Roads, Va., on our pre- 
paration for target practice. 
Men 


were on shore leave and furloughs at 
the time. But as soon as notice was 
posted each and every man made all 
haste to answer, which enabled our 
commander in chief to report to the 
navy department, every man and ship 
ready. 


The fleet under command of Rear 


Admiral C. J. Badger sailed

Hampton Roads, Va., on April 14 and 
with signals of speed proceeded to 
Vera Cruz, Mexico, to demand 
the 


salute to the stars and stripes.

milk which many dairymen believe. 
But as corn and bran constituted the 
ration tested against oats the public 
has gained the impression erroneous- 
ly that the department recommends 
the feeding' of corn and bran to Im- 
prove the flavor of milk. 


Of fifty opinions expressed regarding 


the flavor of the samples twenty-five 
preferred the milk from cows fed corn 
and bran. 
As sixteen preferred the 


milk from cows fed oats and nine ex- 
pressed no choice, it does not appear 
that either ration has any decided ad- 
vantage over the other. There can be 
no great superiority In the bran and 
corn when one-half of the opinions 
were either indifferent or were In fa- 
vor of the other milk. 


In view of these experiments the de- 


partment does not recommend the 
feeding of bran and corn to improve 
the flavor of milk. Oats, corn, alfalfa 
hay, cottonseed meal, Linseed meal, 
bran, gluten and other good feeds for 
dairy cows when properly fed in rea- 
sonable amounts produce a fine flavor- 
ed milk, but there Is no substantial 
evidence that any one of them Is su- 
perior to any of the others in this re- 
spect

fatal obstruction to the bowels in 
horses that come to the notice of the 
veterinarians of iho Colorado Agricul- 
tural college, there must bo many 
thousands of dollars lost to farmers 
every year from this cause. And ilm 
io a condition ttat might easily be 
prevented. 


la tho winter time the roughage is 


dry and succulence/ mutt be provided. 
A horse with good i&eth and 1'cd al- 
falfa, timothy, bluesUm, cr other well- 


• cured hays, combined with grain and 


plenty of water, will seldom be af- 
fected with impacted intestines, but a 
ration of straw, or bleached alfalfa 
stems picked up In the fields, ccm- 
bii>ed with a low vitality, cold, poor 
teeth, and only snow or otherwise a 
limited amount of water, will furnish 
conditions which make fatal obstruc- 
tion of the bowels possible. 


The poorer the feed the zsore an ani- 


mal must eat, and a ration of straw or 
poor quality of hay, dees not furnish 
sufficient nutriment to make it pos- 
sible for a horse to eat enough to sup- 
port life. 
He eats inordinate quan- 


| tities of this highly indigestible food 
| which produces distention. atony and 


finally paralysis of the bowels. 


Most of these cases cannot be 


treated successfully but prevention is 
easy. 
After all, it does not pay to 


keep animals unless one knows how 
and is willing to care for them from 
the day they are born.

SPRAY TO PREVENT DISEASE 


(By E. VAN EENTHTJTSEX.) 


There is no greater eyesore in coun- 


try surroundings than the silken webs 
filled with dark-colored, white-haired 
caterpillars which abound on the trees 
of orchard and lawn. 


Tho^e should not be confounded 


with 
the 
tent 
caterpillar, which 


abounds in early summer. They are 
the larvae of a moth which flies at 
night, and varies In color from pure 
white-^o white thickly studded with 
brown spots. 


The moths emerge in May or June 


from pupae which have passed the 
winter under loose soil and rubbish at 
the foot of the tree. 


The eggs are placed in clusters near 


the tips of the branches. On hatching, 
the process of web-building and eating 
begins, and soon a large cluster may 
be formed. 
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sene, or spray with arsenites, using 
(sufficient force to penetrate the web. 


Rot of Tomatoes May Be Avoided If 


Bordeaux Is Used—Disorder En- 


couraged by Weather. 


This disease often attacks plants 


that are not spras'ed. It is first notice- 
able as small, black or brown spots on 
the leaves and sterna of the plants, 
occurring first on the lower and old- 
er leaves; but with favorable weather 
it spreads rapidly till the plant is de- 
foliated, and the spots on the stems 
have coalesced into irregular, blackish 
patches. 
/' 


If a piece of bark with these spots 


be examined under a high-power mi- 
croscope, innumerable, small, crescent* 
shaped bodies may be seen. 


These are the fruiting spores of the

New Elaborate Sashes of Ribbon 


T 


HREE very unusual and beautiful 
sashes, made of messaline ribbon, 


are pictured here. Considering the 
prominence of girdles and sashes and 
the great amount of attention given to 
the 
management 
of the 
waistline, 


these will interest every woman who j 
knows how much accessories add to 
the toilette. Quite a 
plain white 


dress of simple design, and even of or- 
dinary material, is lifted into the 
sphere of elegance by the pretty rib- 
ton garnitures designed by those who 
manipulate ribbons 


From five to eight or ten yards of 


ribbon are needed for any one of the 
sashes shown in the group pictured 
cere. 


In the first figure a new rosette is 


made by grouping seven short-looped 
bows together 
The girdle about the 


waistline is plain and slightly crushed. 
The group of loops is finished with a 
long loop and two pointed ends. This 


sash can be worn "with the bow or 
rosette at the back. 


The design showing roses of *he rib- 


bon as a finish in the ends at the back, 
has fringed ends that are very new 
and pretty. The ends are raveled out 
to the depth of eight or ten inches. 
The ends are slipped through small 
silk-covered rings, making a tassel at 
the end with about three inches of the 
raveled silk above the rings. 


The sash with long ends, of super- 


posed 
points and double branding 


loops, takes an extravagant 
amount 


of ribbon and is prettier with two in- 
stead of four banging ends 


Besides adding the bright luster of 


silk to the costume the ribbon ends, 
finished as pictured in these sashes, 
provide a weight for light gowns. Nar- 
rower ribbons have been effectively 
used for weighting the fragile fabrics 
of which light summer gowns are 
made
